Army Reinstates 
Rebels in Oporto 

LISBON, Oct. 14 CAP). — The head of the Portuguese Army 
yielded to rebellious soldiers in Oporto today by agreeing to reinstate 
leftist activists purged from a transport unit in that city, military 
authorities reported. 

This was the result of a quick visit to the country’s second 
largest city by Gen. Carlos Pabiao, the army chief of staff, who met 
for three hours with leaders of a week-old soldiers’ revolt at an 
artillery garrison. The settlement bleared the way for the end of

WASHINGTON, Oct 14 (WP>. 
Two professors— an American and 
a Russian— who applied the tools 
of mathematics to the problems 
of efficient production in their 
respective economies and came to 
nearly identical conclusions were 
join tty awarded, toe ■ Nobel Prize 
fa economics today. 

The Swedish Royal Academy of ' 
Science cited TjalKngs KoopmanB 
of Tale Universtty and. Leonid ■ 
Kantorovich, who far years was 


affiliate d with the Mathematics 
Institute in Novosibirsk, Siberia, 
but moved to Moscow in 1971. 

The made toe award 

to Prof. Koopmans and Prof. 
Kantorovich “far their contribu- 
tion to tha theory of optimum 
allocation of resources." They 
will share a $143,000 prize. 

Prof. Kantorovich is the first 
Soviet economist to receive a 
Nobel Prize, although several 
Russian-born economists working 
to the United States have receiv- 


ed the award since it was Insti- 
tuted in 1969. 

- The award to Prof. Kantorovich, 
whose work was suppressed in 
the Stalin years but is now highly 
respected in the Kremlin, severely 
complicates the decision Soviet 
policy makers must reach in the 
nest several days an how to treat 
the Nobel Peace Prize laureate, 
Soviet physicist Andrei Sakharov. 

Prof. Kantorovich and Prof. 
Sakharov both carry the same 
academic rank. But Prof. Kanto- 
rovich carries the full support of 


the Kremlin for his work, where- 
as Prof. Sakharov Is an outcast. 

The joint award to. Soviet and 
American economists whose theo- 
ries have equal applicability to 
Communist and capitalist econo- 
mies ironically lends support to 
Prof. Sakharov’s conviction that 
technology is driving together So- 
viet and Western societies. 

Prof. Koopmans, 65, who Is 
Dutch-bom, was one of the origi- 
nators of econometrics, a branch 
of gHiwimta that tries to mea- 
sure economic developments and, 


by mathematical models 

that simulate bow the economy 
behaves, attempts to test whether 
certain economic theories are 
true. He came to the United 
States in 1940 and has taught at 
New York University, 'Princeton 
and the University of Chicago. 

In 1939, Prof. Kantorovich de- 
veloped a technique called linear 
programming, which sought to 
help policymakers reach a certain 
goal— such as maximizing out- 
put — when confronted by a series 
fContnmed an Page 2.

Spain Decrees Cautious Political Reform 


MADRID, Oct. 14 (Reuters). — 
The Spanish government appear- 
ed today to be pushing ahead with 
cautious political reform despite 
its harsh anti-guerrilla law and 
recent executions of five urban 
guerrUlBs. 

A government announcement in 
toe official gazette said that 
political 1 associations would be 
allowed to use state radio and 
television to broadcast policy 
statements and campaign for 
elections to toe Cortes next 
spring. 

The ■ announcement came amid 
fears toat the anti-guerrilla cam- 
paign would be used by the ex- 
treme right to block moves to- 
ward democratic reform promised 
fay Premier Carlos Arias Navarro.

Jakarta Says

JAKARTA, Oct 14 (Reuters).

The Information Ministry dis- 
tributed a statement saying forces 
of th e T fmdrese Democratic 
Union CUDT) now controlled the 
Whole area hordering Indonesian 
Timor, while those of the Apo- 
dett party were in. control of the 
colony's central and southern 
regions. 

This conflicts sharply with 
claims by the leftist indepen- 
dence party, Fretilin, that it con- 
trols all but a few small areas 
of the territory. 

The Indonesian re por t, if cor- 
rect, gives the Z7DT and Apodett 
much, more tenltory than they 
are generally believed to hold, 
although It leaves Fretilin In 
control of the large eastern sec- 
tion and the north, where the 
main towns are situated.

Brecht Is Pre f erred 
* According to Luis Francisco 
Rebel o. director of the Portuguese 
Authors’ Society, there have only 
been four or five novels pub- 
lished since the revolution. A 
handful of documentary films 
have been made, but not one has 
been shown through a major 
distributor. Although political 
and revolutionary plays are 
brought to the countryside by 
traveling companies, their author 
is more often Bertolt Brecht, the 
Goman C ommunis t, than a Por- 
tuguese. 

Immediately after the end of 
the old regime, the country was 
inundated with revolutionary 
ballads. The country’s stagers 
and composers created What they 
called a unified cultural front 
to protect the revolution, but 
within three weeks It broke up.

One of the explanations for 
the cultural torpor is that, al- 
though polities have changed, the 
mechanisms of tbe publishing, 
theatrical and art worlds have 
not. 

In the case of books, publishers 
rushed political and theoretical 
works into print, and the thea- 
ter owner-producers in the capi- 
tal wanted sex-oriented produc- 
tions of a kind banned during 
the previous regime. 

The authors* society produced 
a bill that would have resulted 
in the nationalization of some 
theaters, but It is now a dead 
letter. 

“Progressive artists are doing 
other things,* Mr.' Rebelo said. 
“The political situation is so much 
in flux that they have been 
pulled away from the creative 
area. There are a lot of them in 
government and in the political 
parties. It takes up all of their 
time. Besides, the revolution has 
In no way subsidized artists. It's 
the same old struggle.” 

MT. Alegre sees the problem a 
bit differently. First, he blames 
the Communist party far being 
completely Stalinist in its ideas 
about art— It must serve and be 
approved by the party— and for 
having tried to take control of 
various groups, notably the Por- 
tuguese Cinema Institute.

16-Cent Tax Headache Spurs 
Congressman to Vow a Prohe

“Almost half of the decline in 
mass attendance can be account- 
ed for by the changing attitude 
toward birth control,” according 
to toe study, which was present- 
ed by Dr. William McReady of 
the research center.

The report also recognized “the 
phenomenon of older people 
changing the churchgoing habits 
of a lifetime,” with toe decline 
signifying a "broad-based change 
of heart.”

The actions are to protest a 
new National Health Service con- 
tract, which cuts overtime pay 
rates for many of the doctors. 

Much of the work of the strik- 
ing doctors in Plymouth was 
taken over by consultants, who 
are senior staff. Junior doctors 
are fully qualified but have a 
lower status than consultants. 

The junior doctors, who work 
about 100 hours a week, are paid 
£82 ($168) for the first 44 hours 
and 56 pence for each overtime 
hour under the new contract. 

The overtime provision repre- 
sents a reduction in pay for most 
of the junior doctors, A British 
Medical Association spokesman 
asserted that they accepted It 
without knowing the implica- 
tions. 


Saigon Regime 
Shifts 240,000 
To Rural Areas 


BANGKOK, Oct 14 (AP).— 
Almost 240,000 Saigon residents 
have moved to new areas in the 
countryside since the US. -backed 
Thieu regime fell to the Commu- 
nists in April, and another 60.000 
are on waiting lists, Saigon radio 
announced today. 

The new areas are sparsely 
populated rural regions set aside 
by the government for develop- 
ment and for alleviating over- 
crowding in Saigon and other 
cities 

Foreigners recently arriving 
from South Vietnam say unem- 
ployment in Saigon has made 
the countryside more attractive 
to even the most urbanized resi- 
dents who in earlier times would 
never have considered working 
in the fields. 

Those who volunteer to move 
to the rural regions are given a 
tract of land, -some basic tools 
and seeds — all free of charge. 
The program was started in 
May, when the population of 
Saigon was an estimated four 
miHion. Including a large num- 
ber of refugees who poured into 
the city during the last days of 
ti. war. 


The 1,300 were from the “B" 
category of prisoners, who num- 
ber about 27,000 and are strongly 
suspected of having been, involv- 
ed in the attempted coup by the 
Indonesian Communist party in 
1965 but who cannot be brought . 
to trial for lack of evidence. 

Evidence is considered strong 
enough for court cases against 
some 2,000 persons in the H A” 
category, but only 800 have been 
tried since 1965 because of in- 
adequate legal mechanisms. 

A further 6,000 persons are in 
the “X” group, stni under in- 
vestigation to determine in which 
group they will be placed. 

The reported government plan 
to begin releases is thought to 
involve a gradual transition from 
house arrest to town confinement 
before full freedom is granted. 

Civil Rights Denied 

Some civil rights will probably 
never be restored. Former “A” 
and “B" category prisoners 
would be allowed to take Jobs 
in ‘‘nonstrategic’’ private Indus- 
tries but would be barred from 
the civil service and from polit- 
ical activity. 

The new policy is probably 
partly caused by the legal anoma- 
ly that the first of the “A” 
category prisoners are starting 
to be released after serving long 
jail sentences while the less- 
serious “B" category detainees 
are now being held indefinitely. 

The political prisoners issue 
also tends to be the first sub- 
ject raised in foreign discussion 
of Indonesia, and while a year 
ago — before oil demand fell and 
before the communist victories 
in Indochina — Indonesia could 
shrug off criticism. It Is more 
sensitive now. 

Opinions differ about condi- 
tions in the prison camps. About 
10,000 “B” category prisoners are 
held In camps on the Moluccan 
island of Burn and many of the 
rest on the island of Nusa 
Kambanga, off the south Java 
coast. 

Amnesty International Is widely 
considered among foreign ob- 
servers here to have consistently 
exaggerated physical distress 
among the detainees. They point 
out that prison conditions con- 
demned by the organization were 
In many cases superior to those 
endured by millions of Indo- , 
nesians outside the camps. 

However, reports exist of great 
mental suffering from isolation. 
Late last year, a group of prison- 
ers escaped from a Burn Island 
camp after killing a guard but 
perished In the Jungle. 

Automatons 


With a membership of 30,000, the 
union's ftwmni income runs to 
about 5360,000 and there is a full- 
time staff of seven Including the 
leader.

“A soldier who Is happy, or at 
least satisfied, with his position 
In the army <s more efficient than 
a man who feels a misfit," Pvt.

"Seasoned officers still find it 
difficult to accept the new-style 
army,” a Defense Ministry spokes- 
man -gp-id, “Long hair L. t-he thing 
that upsets them most." 

But Pvt. Wesseldljk, 27, denied 
that the union’s demands for 
liberalization adversely affect 
“A private stUL takes 
orders from a general,'’ he said. 

"We are not out to destroy the 
efficiency of the army." he added. 
"What we basically want is to be 
treated like human b ein gs Instead 
of a number. We also want some 
sort of equality with civilian 
Ifie.” 

The union wants pay increases. 
An enlisted man currently earns 
$320 a month, but Q vt. Wessel- 
dljk Is leading a campaign to have 
It raised to $530, the minimum 
for a 21-year-old Dutch worker. 

Other union demands include 
better living - accommodations, 
where every man has his own 
washbasin, and. a revision of mil- 
itary court procedure. Under the 
present regulations a commander 
acts as both prosecutor and Judge, 
which Pvt. Wesseldijk en.ng “Im- 
moral.'’ 

Despite concessions already 
gained, the union says the average 
Dutch conscript still is not happy 
with his position In the army. 

One way of making the con- 
script fee] more at home would be 
for officers to grow long hair and 
sport beards, Pvt. Wesseldljk: 
claimed. Most still wear the 
traditional military crop. 

Some former regular army men 
are fuming at the way military 
life has changed since the ’tnion 
was formed in 1966. 

Piet Hartog, 45, a former officer, 
claimed the army has been turned 
Into a "nursery school” where 
almost anything goes 

"I object to men in uniform 
having nair halfway down their 
back and a beard dropping over 
their collar, it’s an insult to the 
army and makes us the laughing 
stock of Europe," Mr. Hartog said. 

“And as for the nnf<vn t just 
think of it — If the Dutch Army 
ever goes to war they'll all be 
claiming overtone pay.”

In a recent "A- category trial, 
defease lawyer Yap Thlam Blen 
said: “Many of them have be-

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Democratic Problems in Turkey 


Xb It a paradox that Turkey, wftibb created 
an tatwnatlDnal dilemma by Its rorcefui 
invasion of Cyprus, may now be unable to 
take equally vigorous action to resolve that 
difficulty because of the democratic process? 
If so, it is one that is shared with nearly all 
the other remaining democratic governments 
In the world. For there is not only a lack of 
charismatic leadership among the democ- 
racies today; there is a polarisation 6f the 
voters that compels the leaders to seek com- 
promise as the best means or maintaining 
their tWH positions and the functioning of 
the state. 

Some of the leaders are better at this than 
ethers: France's Giscatd d’Estalng and 
Greece’s Ca ramanlla among them. Trudeau, 
in Canada, has proposed a bold plan to con- 
trol inflation and he did win a fairly strong 
majority In Parliament at the last elections. 
Bat during those elections it was Trudeau 
who came up with the least dramatic solu- 
tions for Canada’s economic His, and who 
was forced into action by events. Much the 
same could be said of Britain’s Wilson; his 
chief danger, moreover, does not come from 
the Conservatives, although they are build- 
ing up a head of steam, but from the unions, 
the Labor government's chief support, as 
far the United States, the virtual stalemate 


is between the presidential veto and the 
congressional majority. 

These situations, duplicated in essence in 
many other .democratic lands, are not good 
for the principle of representative govern- 
ment. They help explain the drift of so 
many of the newer states into authoritarian- 
ism. Moreover, the impact of democratic 
stalemates can afflict neighbors as well as 
the peoples directly concerned. If the econ- 
omy of Hie United States was responding 
more rapidly to more innovative policies, 
Canada, for aU its insistence on its national 
integrity. Would be the better for it. And If 
Turkey waffles too long over Cyprus, the 
Greek government will be hard put to it to 
sustain a reasonable approach both to Tur- 
key and to its own Internal situation. 

When this is said, it still remains true that 
the experimentalists in forms of government 
have not done all that well either; in terms 
of domestic tranquillity and prosperity, in 
fact or at least in nope, it is better to have 
a Wilson, a Ford or a Schmidt than a Franco 
or an Amin. Democracy, as Plato said, is 
full of variety, and that variety can mean a 
mixture of good and bad. Autocrats can 
sometimes be benevolent in intent, but at 
their best they reduce their subjects to 
objects; at their worst, they an a crying 
offense to hmnanlty. ‘

Defense Secretary Sdhlesinger's low-key 
visit to the three chief NATO allies In 
Europe— Britain, France and West Germany 
—has focused attention on critical problems 
sapping the morale of America’s most vital 
alliance. 

The so-called “arms deal of the century" 
— the US. capture last summer of a $2-hfllion 
order from four NATO countries far the F-16 
lightweight jet fighter— has dramatized the 
gradual dwindling of the aircraft and arms 
Industries in West Europe. That part of the 
free world has become Increasingly depen- 
dent on the United States for weapons as 
wen. as overall security. Everywhere that 
Sdhlesinger went with his admonition to 
Emopeans not to let detente dimtaigh 
defense, he got la response a idea for the 
United States to spend more of its military 
budget an European weapons.

But the recent 
trend has been toward a steady strengthen- 
ing of Soviet conventional as well as nuclear 
capabilities In Europe and worldwide. West- 
ern forces, long outnumbered on the ground, 
are barely adequate to deter possible soviet 
adventurism, particularly in the more dan- 
gerous period that may develop during the 
Brezhnev succession. A strong NATO then, 
as now. will be the essential foundation for 
detente as well as security In Europe.

Athens fears a resurgence of 
Turkish nationalism encouraged 
by an Islamic revival that vio- 
lates Atatuzk’s concept of a 
Western - oriented nonsectarian 
state. And Ankara fears a re- 
crudescence of Greek national 
aspirations supported, by the wily 
diplomacy for which the shrewd 
and intelligent Greeks are fa- 
mous.

rpBESE stories are the scat that 
'are gakrally praised as being 
marvelously understated. It would 
usually follow thnk tiie author's 
style, in Us ubderstatonent. Is 
delightfully, load. Now, tt seems 
to me that the majority of 
writers are understates: There 
is almost always more to their 
characters aori s&natians than 
they manage to convey. .And 
often as not, writers do Have a 
lurid style, winch merely means 
that they are . easily understood, 
rational or clear. 

But one can grow tired ot_ un- 
derstatement and ludd styles. It 
might be more satisfying to read 
stories overstaffed with signifi- 
cance, wzltten in a prose; not 
necessarily lucid— perhaps -even 
cloudy— which, strains to express 
the irrational fullness of life.

A bishop who is fond of using the 
word keystone as a metaphor is 
dlansyed to fliyj that his newly 
built cathedral has no keystones 
in tts arches,. TW odem architec- 
ture has rendered them unneces- 
sary; they would give the cathe- 
dral a heavy, horizontal -feeling.

MEXICO CITY . Oct 14 CUPD. 
— The shooting team saved the 
day lor the United States yester- 
day after the track stars suffered 
a series of reverses on the open- 
ing day of competition at the 
Pan American Games to which 
the hostility between the Cuban 
and American athletes was clear 
far all to see. 

The United States won three 
of four shooting gold medals, but 
the track team was shut out to 
three finals; much to the delight 
of the crowd, which saw Mexicans 
finish 1-2 In the 10,000 meters. 

Hershal Anderson put the 
Americans on the scoreboard with 
598 of a possible 600 to win the 
free pistol competition from 
teammate Melvin Marin, 552. The 
United. States also took the team 
gold with 2,194 points, ahead of 
Canada and Mexico. 

The Other shooting gold was 
picked up to the air rifle where 
the UJ5. quartet totalled 1,505 
points to win from Cuba and 
Mexico, which edged Canada for 
the bronze by a point with a score 
Of 1,469. 

The Individual gold went to 
Mexico's OUgaxo Vasques, who 
broke his world record by a point 
with a 393 total. American Lon- 
ny Basstam was second with 384, 
with Cuba’s Albert GUart third 
with 381. 

Cuba won the skeet team gold 
from Brazil Mexico. 

At the Olympic Stadium, the 
Cuban athletes and theta Latin 
cousins b ai ted the American run- 
ners, but the UjS. team took it to 
stride and came up with a few 
verbal barbs of their own. 

There were unconfirmed reports 
of bad contact between the two 
teams during training at tbe row- 
ing course. 

The track failures were par- 
ticularly hard for the Americans 
as their coaches tad predicted 
the possibility of two gold medals. 

Arnie Robinson, the defending 
long jump champion, could only 
manage a leap of 26 feet 1/2 Inch 
and tad to settle for the silver 
behind Brazil’s Joao Oliveira, who 
cleared 26-3 1/4. American A1 
Lanier leaped 25-11 1/2 for the i 
bronze. j 

Garry Bjkorlund, the man with i 
the fastest time to t>w» fi eld ^ faded 1 
after 7,000 meters and finished 
fourth to the 20,000 meters. Luis 
Hernandez produced, a 60.2-second 1 
final lap to beat Mexican team- : 
mate Rodolfo Gomez by 20 meters : 
to 29:19.28. Domingo Tfbaduzia 
of Colombia was third. 

Cuba’s big Carmen Romero got 
off a throw of 197-4 to win the 


women’s discus gold medal, ahead 
of teammate Maria Betancourt 
and Canada’s Jane Haist. 

The United States qualified its 
two nmners for both the men’s 
and women's sprints, but in the 
men's division, Cuba’s Silvio 
Leonard was impressive in 10 J 5 
seconds to win his semifinal heat. 

Both Clancy Edwards and Bill 
Collins finished third to their 
heats. 

American James King was the 
fastest of the 400-meter hurdler 
semzfmabsts with a time of 49 A 
seconds, but he said he suffered 
a tom muscle to the right side 
of his groin. 

Defending champion Ralph 
of Washington State also 
progressed, but he conceded. “I 
may have to swallow my pride 
tomorrow. X may not win.’' ' 

The UjS. basketball team got off 
to a good start by crushing Ar- 
gentina, 103-62, behind 24 points 
by Kansas forward Norman Cook. 

In the 13 events decided yes- 
terday, the United States collect- 
ed four gold medals, four silver 
and one bronze. The Cubans won 
five golds, three silvers and one 
bronze.

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Theology of Suffering

"JV’EW YORK!, — The Washington 

' discussion of New Yorkfe 
financial trouble is taWng a 
curious turn toward theology. 
This has been apparent lately In 
various suggestions from Wash- 
ington that New York- must 
undergo purification by suffering 
if it Is to receive 
f e d eral absolu- jy-w 
tlon. 

It zs unfair to 
single out the 
Ford circle of 
hard- money Re- 
publicans as de- 
fenders of the 
uplift - through- 
agony preach- 
ment. for con- 
gressional Demo- 
crats from sub- 
urbs, smaller towns and the 
jimsonweed belt appear to be 
equally devoted. Nevertheless, it 
Is the Ford men, and principally 
Treasury Secretary Simon, who 
have led the discussion into the 
paths of righteousness. 

Simon, a former Wall Street 
trader, which Is to say a gambler 
with social cachet, has assumed 
the role of Torquemada, pro- 
tecting the faith by applications 
of pain. Before an agreeable 
Congress, he urges that punitive 
weights be brought — still more 
taxes— to be pressed on a city 
already breaking on the rack of 
taxation. 

His principal. President Ford, 
travels the country warning the 
faithful to shun New York’s bond 
offerings until it has purged 
Itself of sundry heresies and 
done penance through pain. 
Sr. Arthur Bums and Nelson 
Rockefeller appear here and 
there, bestowing their apostolic 
blessing on the inquisitional 
labors of Simon and Ford, and 
the Congress concurs. New York 
must suffer. 

* * * 

An observable fact about the 
notion that suffering builds char- 
acter and improves the moral 
fiber Is that its most vigorous 
proponents are usually people 
who haven't missed a meal in 
10 years. Very often, these com- 
fortable believers in misery are 
people who have experienced 
hardship in childhood, as in the 
cast of the President. 

Such people may «»nfcrmAwfazHg p. 
hardship once time has cast a 
pleasant haze over its memory, 
account it the strengthening 
force that built what they as- 
sumed to be their splendid char- 
acters and. in truly bad cases, 
prescribe it indiscriminately for 
everyone. 

There is a certain churchly 
value in the attitude that suf- 
fering Is a fine improver of man. 
Suffering Is the human condi- 
tion. In any philosophy of an 
organized, purposeful cosmos, 
suffering must therefore be jus- 
tified, and in the Christian view 
that the cosmos is organized 
toward beneficent ends, it is 
commonly justified as an ex- 


perience f 101 must undergo to 
arrive at goodness. 

Government, on the ot he r 
han^ is not church. It is all 
very well for clergy to bring such 
spiritual ease as they can against 
suffering by emphasizi n g its po- 
tential for human development, 
but when we turn to the govern- 
ment it is far temporal easement, 
not spiritual. 

Ford and jff mo n preaching the 
virtue that will overcame New 
York through suffering are as 
remote from reality as a priest 
sermonizing about the economic 
benefits of raising the interest 
rate on Treasury notes. 

We need not dwell on the 

sweet ironies of politicians in- 
structing us in the art of 

building character and Improving 
moral fiber. Nor Is Ford’s par- 
don of Richard M. Nixon on 
grounds that he had suffered 

enough without being brought to 
trial particularly relevant. 

* * • 

Angry New Yorkers, not a pro- 
Nixon breed on the whole, ac- 
cused the President of hypocrisy 
in declaring that Nixon had suf- 
fered enough, but that New York 
must suffer more. This Is the 
muddled logic of rage, for since 
it implies that Ford should not 
have considered the relief of suf- 
fering in the Nixon case, it fol- 
lows that he should not consider 
it lir the case o£ New York 
either. On this logic. Ford's 
present position is entirely rea- 
sonable. 

The problem for the country 
is to persuade the Ford people 
to deal equally realistically with 
New York’s financial trouble. 
Theology Is no help here. 

“New York must suffer 0 may 
be an engaging pulpit theme, but 
politically it is rotten economics 
at a time when Ford needs an 
economic break. Still higher 
taxes proposed by Simon will 
speed the passage of the tax- 
paying city residents to kinder 
climates, deepening the city's 
debt. 

The 15-cent increase in bus 
and subway fares, seized upon 
last summer as a token of the 
city’s willingness to accept the 
hair shirt, has had the predic- 
table result Ci Cutting mow; 
transit use at a time when the 
government’s energy policy de- 
mands more mass transit. 

The huge firings of city 
workers needed to produce the 
famous balanced budget win shift 
new masses of unemployed per- 
sons on to various federal relief 
budgets at a time when gov- 
ernment policy is aimed at 
cutting these budgets. 

The suffering of New York 
may, in the end. Improve its 
moral fiber a jot or two, although 
it seems dubious, but in the 
process of doing spiritual good 
Washington will have com- 
pounded its own temporal prob- 
lems. Washington should get 
back to Caesar's work, and leave 
God's to the vicar.

Appalachian People and the Asian 'Cure-All’

TVLAIRSVILLE, Ga. CNYT).— The ancient Chinese believed 
■U that ginseng, the man-root, was bom one su mm er night 
when lightning struck a mmintufa stre am , transformi ng it into 
heavenly fire in the form of a man, and that it burst from the 
ground to serve as a core for all mankind’s illness. 

Jake Plott, who has lived all bis TO years in the north 
Georgia and has been ■‘huntin' ’sang," buying and sell ing 
It, whiti and boy, for 68 of those years, sees it a bit differently. 

TH tell you this," he mid, loaning back in bis c hair in 
Elfird’s Restaurant here, his eyes shrewd and twinkling, "there 
ain't a thing in the world it’s good for except to make money.” 

Mr. PlOtt. who, with his son, Q.C. Plott, operates a hide and 
fur business gTlrf who carries on a brisk trade in ginseng as a 
sideline, is busier than usual these days. 

Asian Market 

It is the harvest season for ginseng, and the moun t a ins wffl 
yield hundreds of pounds of the small, gnarled white root still 
prized as a medical herb and spiritual balm. It will bring $60 
a pound a Tlri more on the Asian market. 

“The Chinaman says it'll do anything for yon, he’s supersti- 
tious about it,” sa id Mr. Plott. "He's got two or three supersti- 
tions about it." 

Although It could scarcely oe called a major cash crop, 
ginseng, which translates as “man-root,” because of its tendency 
to develop leg-like branches an its roots, has for 200 years and 
more been a source of supplemental Income for Appalachian 
people who scoured the woods for it in the fall, prying it from 
the earth with wooden tools because iron is said to destroy its 
medicinal and mystical properties, and selling it to brokers for 
ultimate shipment to Asia. But now there is something relatively 
new — wholesale ginseng cultivation. 

“Oh, people have hunted ’sang, for years,” said Frank Gooch, 
a lanky, handsome man who brought a paper sack of quasHrild 
ginseng to Mr. Plott for possible sale. "But you don’t need to 
try to hunt it for money. The only way is to grow it,” 

Mr. Gooch and his wife, Dorothy, who is also a fur trapper 
— "I believe the only woman in Georgia with a trapper's license" 
—cultivate about four acres of the knee-high plant, harvesting 
300 to 600 pounds a year, worth $20 to $30 a pound to dealers . 
like Mr. Plott. 

Cultivated Seed 

But today, it Is no sale. Mr. Gooch’s ginseng, the small bag, 
has all the characteristics of wild ginseng— smaller, more gnarled, 
nobbier— but it was grown from, cultivated seed. Mr. Gooch does 
not represent It as wild, but he wants more fcr it than the $20 
a pound Mr. Plott says is the limit for cultivated ginseng. 
Genuine wild ginseng win bring $60 a pound. 

The difference? 

"Forty dollars a pound,” says Mr. Plott. 

"But actually,” he says, lest some fiatlander misinterpret 
fine hill-country humor, "if you just handle the deni seed, it’ll 
come up looking domesticated. There is something mysterious 
about it." 

"For the wild, you’ve got to leave it to God’s nature. And 
when man touches It, Ws no longer part of God’s nature.'* 

Jake Plott says he can tell the difference just by sticking 
his band in a sack of it even In total darkness. "I couldn't keep 
my pants on if I couldn’t,” he said. “Somebody ‘d trick me right 
out of ’ em- ” Then he added: “It's clean, honest business, but it 
takes a smart man to keep it honest.” 

TVe never figured it out myself, ” Mr. Gooch put in. “It'S 
the taste, they say. and the strength.” 


“ 'Sang, they niaim. is good for high blood, low blood, 
arthritis, liver, rheumatism, whatever.. Yeah. I use it, chew on 
a root or two of it about every day." 

One list of ailments for which ginseng is reputed to be 
beneficial— and for which there is no scientific support— is 
offered by Louise Veninga, author of The Ginseng Book,” the 
most complete treatise on the subject, it is, she says, good for: 
anemia, asthma, chest and Stomachaches, c old s, fever, colic, 
complications of childbirth, depression, excessive thirst, exhaus- 
tion. eye weakness, headaches, heart failure, impotence, indiges- 
tion, twwnrarda lack ot appetite, menstrual disorders, nausea, 
nervous disorder, old age, weakness, xfiemnatism and vascular 
cramps. " 

A Farm 


It is also reputed to be a powerful aphrodisiac. 

T*ve heard it said it was,'? said Mr. Plott, "but If it was, rd 
take that whole poke there and make soup out of it.” 

For in production, Mr. Plott agrees to take a visitor 

to the farm of Denver Davis, a dozen. mites away, up Skeenah 
Gap Road. 

At the farm, Mr. Davis said that he had started growing 
ginseng as a hobby 18 years ago. “When-I first started, the first 
year I got a matchbox full of seed, and I thought Z had done 
some good. Now I’m digging 12 bushels a year, getting two gal- 
lons of seed.” 

As he talked, he gestured op the hill he had just come down. 
There was no crop to be seen, at least not in the traditional 
sense, just a stand of tall hardwoods on a north slope over 
patches of low, stalky plants, yellowing and losing their leaves. 

There were two acres. Mr. Davis explained, the plants any- 
where from one to 15 years old, most ot them mature and realty 
to harvest after three or four years. 

The plants are grown from seed, transplanted then to shady 
patches underneath the trees to mature for the needed time to 
harvest. 

Dried -
